Cyrus S. Ching, chairm an of the 
Wage Stabilization Board, told one 
labor leader: “When a freeze is is­ 
sued it lowers the tem perature all 
around. In such a cold situation it’s 
advisable to keep your shirt on.”

Capt. Don S. Gentile, 30-year-old 
World War II ace who flew 182 
combat missions, was killed near 
here today when his jet training 
plane crashed while on a “routine 
flight.” 
An enlisted man. riding as a pass­ 
enger, also was killed when the 
plane smashed into trees on a farm 
a t Forestville, 
Md., about three 
miles from the Andrews Air Force 
Base. 
Capt. Gentile had taken off from 
Andrews 20 minutes earlier. 
Gentile, born in Piqua, Ohio, ac­ 
counted for 26 enemy planes during 
the war, in the European theater. 
The highly-decorated pilot flew 
350 combat hours for the U. S., and 
was once called “Captain Courage­ 
ous” by President Roosevelt. Earlier 
he was famed as a British Royal 
Air Force pilot. 
Officers could assign no reason 
for the crash. They said he had 
given 
no indication 
he 
was in 
trouble. 
Joseph King. 35, who lives on a 
farm where the crash occurred, 
about 3:30 p. m. Eastern Standard 
Time, said he heard the plane hit 
the trees. 
O ther persons said the plane was 
seen coming down from the north­ 
east at a steep angle. It sawed off 
several tree tops before it crashed 
in a wooded area. 
The plane burst into flames and 
the pilot was thrown out. 
King hurried to the scene as a 
series of small explosions went off, 
apparently from bursting ammuni­ 
tion. 
Parts of the plane were scattered 
over a quarter of a mile area. 
Only the engine, wing tip and 
wheel strut were identifiable. 
Capt. Gentile currently was a t­ 
tending the University of Mary­ 
land as part of the air university 
program of the Air Force. Today’s 
flight was a routine hop to m ain­ 
tain his proficiency.

Plane Is Unescorted 
At the front he was told by Lt. 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway th at the 
Chinese Communists have lost 40,000 
dead and 120,000 wounded since 
Jan.

He made the trip for a first-hand 
glimpse of the allied offensive now 
punching northw ard toward Seoul.

On th at day—on another jeep trip 
to the front—M acArthur fo A u la ted 
his strategy th a t led to the Septem­ 
ber landing at Inchon and a subse­ 
quent sweep th at sent his troops to 
the M anchurian border.

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GO P Getting Ready For '52 
The 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
held 
at 
Washington Friday its first full meeting sinc^ the 
elections of last November. Aside from naming a 
committee to choose a convention site, the GOP laid 
a few plars for the Congressional elections of 1952 
as well as for the presidential campaign in that year. 
Chairman Gabrielson says*the GOP will capture 
“as many as possible” of the 12 Democratic seats In 
the Senate to oe contested in 1952, as well as retain 
all of the 20 Republican seats at stake. A net gain 
of two seats is all that Is needed to give control of 
the Senate to the Republican Party two years from 
now. 
One advantage Is. from the Republican point of 
view, that six of the 12 Democratic seats at stake in 
1952 are in states where the GOP can win—Maryland, 
Rhode Island. West Virginia New Mexico, Arizona and 
Wyoming. The remaining six are Connecticut, Florida, 
Mississippi. Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 
All the Republican senators with seats, at stake 
in 1952 were elected in 1946, the only one of the past 
10 election years in which the GOP won control of 
both branches of Congress. One point of GOP con­ 
cern is that seven of the 20 states sending a Repub­ 
lican to the Senate in 1946 later elected a Democrat 
as nis colleague — Delaware, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nevada, New York and Washington. Mary­ 
land. however, turned the tables in 1950 and sent 
Republican John Marshall Butler to the Senate in 
place of Democrat Millard E. Tvdings. 
In 1946, Senator, then Governor, Herbert R. 
O’Conor, who will be up for re-election in 1952, barely 
defeated Republican D. John Markey. So it would 
seem that Republican senatorial chances in Maryland 
are somewhat oetter than even. 
Elsewhere, what thus seems like a possible uphill 
battle for the Republican Party would become less so 
if additional Democratic seats in doubtful states had 
to be contested in 1952. And a Republican tide like 
that of 1946 and its smaller counterpart in 1950 would 
make GOP control of the 1953 Senate an easy £ask.

Influenza 
Reports of influenza deaths in Europe cause rising 
concern about a serious epidemic in the United States. 
All the health services of the country join in saying 
there is no indication of it. 
The World Health Organization has made a study 
of influenza and advises that the epidemic centering 
in England is comparatively mild, having no charac­ 
teristics of the 191S plague. So severe was that epi­ 
demic that in New York street cleaners were assigned 
as gravediggers end in most of the big cities men and 
women died unattended. That epidemic swept over 
the world. 
Health experts say the question of immunization 
against influenza is not settled. There is no vaccine 
that will protect with certainty. However, the situ­ 
ation indicates the need for continued controlled 
study of the effect.of influenza vaccines in man. It 
is expected that some influenza will appear in the 
United States, but that the disease will he like recent 
experiences Since the greatest part of mortality re­ 
sults from bacterial complications in the respiratory 
tract, it is recommended that for patients who have 
a se.’ere influenza-like illness, appropriate anti-biotics 
be used. 
Since 1918 *uch anti-biotics as penicillin, strepto­ 
mycin. sulfa drugs and others have been discovered. 
They will reduce to a minimum any influenza wave. 
Sweeping epidemics such as the world has known may 
come again. But that win be when civilization itself 
crumbles and the highly efficient health organizations 
of todav are no more.

Come Again, Henry 
Henry Wallace, who hasn’t been heard from for 
some time, has con e forward with his own scheme 
for world peace. The Idea isn't new by any means, 
but just a holdover from the original new deal, in 
which Mr. Wallace played an important part. He 
would have the UnUed Nations establish and finance 
an international public works administration, to build 
dams, bridges, irrigation projects in the various na­ 
tions of the world in lieu of military preparedness 
which would lead only to war. 
All nations to benefit under the plan would have 
to discontinue fifth-column activities, and join in 
building a police force sufficiently strong to keep down 
war. He holds that the benefits of this great PWA 
would out weigh any gains to be made through conflict, 
and would bring peace for that reason. The Russians 
are materialists, he insists, and would readily join 
the plan 
Boiled down the Wallace plan would offer Russia 
needed construction and other economic advantages 
If the Stalin crowd will forget war and further aggres­ 
sion. But Moscow is thinking along a different line. 
It would conquer the world through sheer military 
strength, and then have enslaved peoples build the 
things Mr. Wallace is promising. Come again. Henry. 


Lower Octane Gasoline 
The octane rating of gasoline for passenger ears 
vill be lowered by Government order to the oil com­ 
panies any day now. The Petroleum Administration 
’or Defense announced on January 12 that it would 
ake this step “soon ” 
Well. the PAD says that, in mast inland areas the 
-ating of the “gas” now being sold has already been 
owered to points that will be unaffected by the new 
■>rder 
It Is chiefly along the Atlantic seaboard and 
m the Pacific Coast that ?ny change will be necessary. 
And even there the driver who uses regular “gas” 
should notice little difference in performance. The 
driver who uses premium “gas” may get a little more 
"ping” in the engine especially in climbing hills, but 
should suffer little or no lass in mileage per gallon. 
However, motors adjusted at the factory to operate 
only on premium fuel may have to have their sparks 
retarded 
Until recently petroleum refiners’ had been usipg 
alkylates to boost the octane rating of “high-test” 
gasoline. Now the alkylates are to be reserved for 
military aviation fuel and commercial aviation gas­ 
oline la expected to mak® greater use of tetra-ethyl 
lead.

Intestinal Obstruction 
I 


NTESTINAL obstruction is se­ 
rious. 
Surgery 
usually 
is 
re­ 
quired and in spite of the best 
medical care the m ortality rate 
is between 15 and 20 per cent. B ut 
this is a great im provem ent over 
the days when I was an intern. 
T here were no wonder drugs and 
blood transfusions rarely were em ­ 
ployed. 
Furtherm ore, 
no 
attem p t 
was m ade to overcome the w ater 
and m ineral loss th a t follows the 
vom iting associated with a bowel 
th a t is pinched or kinked. 
There are m any causes of intes­ 
tinal obstruction. Occasionally food 
or 
toys 
are 
responsible. 
There 
are two cases on record in which 
a m an ate so m any grasshoppers 
th a t his colon became obstructed. 
A nother 
was 
“riding 
the 
rails’' 
when 
he 
became so hungry 
he 
jum ped off into an orange grove 
and gulped 15 to 20 oranges, in ­ 
cluding the pulp. Im pactions are 
common in certain parts of Eu­ 
rope 
where 
large 
quantities 
of 
cherries w ith the 
pits are con­ 
sumed. O ther item s th a t have pro­ 
duced blockage are nuts, peaches, 
mushrooms, bran, apple cores, figs, 
grapes, 
beans, 
and 
waterm elons. 
Persim m on pulp probably is one 
of the worst food offenders. 


On the other hand, food Is one 
of the rarest causes of intestinal 
obstruction even tho m any indi­ 
viduals swallow huge chunks w ith­ 
out proper chewing. Tum ors of the 
wall of the intestine are to blame 
in more th an half the cases. The 
m ajority of these lesions are can ­ 
cerous, which only adds to the se­ 
verity of the condition. Adhesions 
from previous infections or opera­ 
tions also are high on the list. 
These bands of scar tissue usually 
kink the bowel by pulling in m uch 
the sam e m anner as if we tied a 
rope around an inner tube and 
tugged with all our m ight. A dhe­ 
sions also are capable of pinching 
off the intestinal passageway slow­ 
ly, particularly when they encircle 
the 
structure. O ther 
origins 
in­ 
clude infections, strangulated h er­ 
nias, and intussusception, a dis­ 
turbance in which the upper part 
of the bowel telescopes into the 
lower part. It is m ost frequent in 
children and we have never known 
why it occurs. 


Victims 
of 
obstruction 
suffer 
from bouts of abdom inal cram ps. 
As blockage becomes more com­ 
plete, cramping grows more pam- 
ful. Distress may be paroxysmal 
or continuous, depending upon the 
location of the lesion and the cause 
of the obstruction. Vomiting co­ 
exists, a t first reflex in nature. 
L ater it is caused by the fact th a t 
th e bowel closed and nature has 
flipped 
the 
switch 
and 
throw n 
everything into reverse. F u rth e r­ 
more, the closer the lesion to the 
stom ach, the sooner closure occurs. 
C onstipation also is bound to en­ 
sue because m aterial from above 
has been shut off. As the obstruc­ 
tion 
continues 
the abdomen 
be­ 
comes more and more distended 
and the gurgling and churning may 
be heard from a distance as the 
intestine tries its best to overcome 
th e obstruction. Sooner 
or 
later 
the toxic effect is m anifested. T he 
face appears anxious, pinched, and 
som ew hat blue; the body is dehy­ 
drated; and the skin cold and dry. 
The more prom ptly relief is ob­ 
tained, 
the 
better 
the 
outcome. 
O peration is necessary unless the 
obstruction is close enough to the 
rectum to be accessible to the su r­ 
geon. M eanwhile all the tricks of 
the trade are used 
to overcome 
the general effects of the toxic and 
dehydrated condition.

ber and asked him to become chief 
com m ander under the N orth A t­ 
la n tic Pact.

soldier has to go where he is called, 
and he m eant it. 


Report To Congress 


Behind 
Eisenhower’s 
report 
to 
Congress 
this week 
will 
be two 
significant facts which the general 
public m ay not a t first appreciate. 
No. 1 is th a t the President has 
partially abdicated to Eisenhower 
the national leadership in regard 
to European policy. It will be up 
to Ike to sell Congress and th e 
nation on sending U. S. troops to 
Europe at a tim e when isolationism 
is growing and when thousands of 
m others do not at all relish seeing 
their sons leave home. 
No. 2 Is the fact th a t Eisenhower, 
though trained as a m ilitary m an, 
has now become a political figure. 
Furtherm ore, Eisenhower’s politi­ 
cal developm ent is bound to ac­ 
celerate; 
for his job of welding 
different n a t i o n a l i t i e s into a 
sm ooth-w orking m ilitary m achine is 
m uch more political th an m ilitary. 
For some time, Ike’s critics—and 
he has some—have harped on his 
political proclivities. Long ago, they « 
claim. Ike learned th a t th e pen is 
m ightier than the word. And it was 
M ajor Eisenhower, they recall, who 
wrote G eneral M acA rthur’s farewell 
message to the Army when Mac 
retired as Chief of S ta ff—one of the 
m ast appealing docum ents ever is­ 
sued by a chief of staff. 


Political General 


And though they criticize Ike for 
having been a political general d u r­ 
ing the invasion of Europe, it m ust 
be remem bered th a t one of his jobs 
was to smooth the ruffled feathers 
of G eneral G iraud, get the coopera­ 
tion of the difficult G eneral De 
Gaulle, tone down the passion lor 
publicity of Field M arshal M ont­ 
gomery and weld the heterogeneous, 
politically minded arm ies of Europe 
into a homogeneous unit. 
One 
thing 
th a t 
griped 
some 
Americans, for instance, was Ike’s 
order th a t there 
was to be no 
criticism of thg B ritish during and 
after the D-Day invasion of Nor­ 
m andy. He also placed a B ritish

officer alongside each American of­ 
ficer in key jobs where cooperation 
was essential.

This is some of th e invaluable 
experience Elsenhower will draw on 
when it comes to the present peace­ 
tim e m obilization of Europe. 


Ike Hates War 


A nother quality th a t will help the 
N orth A tlantic Pact com m ander is 
th e fact th a t his hatred of war is 
just as genuine as th a t of 
the 
war-w eary 
Europeans 
who 
now 
dread preparing for another show­ 
down. Probably Ike gets this from 
his 
m other, 
a 
descendant 
of 
a 
Sw iss-G erm an fam ily which 
flecf 
Europe to escape its wars. 
Mrs. 
Eisenhower never relished the fact 
th a t her son became a soldier and 
once, when Sam Goldwyn congratu­ 
lated her on her son, she prom ptly 
replied: 
“W hich one?” 
For Mrs, Eisenhower was just as 
proud of her other six sons as of 
the one whose nam e is a byword 
around the world. 
“W ar is m ankind's m ost tragic 
and stupid folly,” Eisenhower once 
told a W est Point graduating class. 
“To seek or advise its deliberate 
provocation is a black crim e against 
all men. 
Though you follow the 
trade of w arrior you do so in the 
spirit 
of 
W ashington — not 
of 
G enghis K han. 
“A a professional soldier you do 
not inherit a greater share th an 
your citizen brothers of courage. 


endurance, and fortitude. 
N either 
does your commission confer upon 
you distinctive right or privilege . . . 
T he arts and sciences, as well as 
the profession of arms, are bulwarks 
of society. And the greatest of all 
is the spirit—the will—for freedom 
and justice.” 
These rem arks, coming from th e 
m an against whom the Com munists 
have been dem onstrating in the 
streets of Rome and Paris, probably 
would astonish th e average Euro­ 
pean, However, they represent the 
creed of the m an who now faces the 
difficult 
task 
of 
mobilizing 
the 
N orth A tlantic P act countries for 
democracy. 


Eisenhower-Go-Round 


As a school boy in Abilene. Kans., 
Eisenhower was called “Ugly Ike.” 
. . . His father was a Democrat, 
and Ike’s first speech was at a 
Jackson Day dinner. 
Because he 
was a Democrat, Ike had a little 
difficulty getting an appointm ent 
to W est Point, but finally obtained 
the endorsem ent of the leaders of 
both wings of the Republican P arty 
in Abilene . . . The Eisenhower 
high school 
gang used

around the office of the Abilene 
News where they did odd jobs for 
Editor J. W. Howe and where young

W ASHINGTON 
ONTROLS 
are 
always 
un- 
M ' pleasant, and it Is not a bad 
I 
Idea to en ter the era of re- 
V y newed w ar-tim e controls with 
a t least one happy thought. Such 
a thought is provided by the funda­ 
m ental approach to th 
problem of 
economic controls th a t has been 
adopted 
by 
the 
rem arkable 
new 
trium virate of Charles FT Wilson, 
Lucius D. Clay and Sidney W ein­ 
berg. 
In brief, unless there Is an all-out 
war, Defense Mobilizer Wilson and 
his two junior partners regard the 
new controls as a strictly tem porary 
expedient. 
The 
com parison 
their 
planners use tells the story. The new 
controls are to resemble the rocket 
or 
Jato attachm ents 
which 
gain 
flying speed for m any m odern air­ 
planes. and are then dropped to the 
ground when they have done their 
jobs. 
Wilson, Clay and W einberg have 
fought all the num erous foot drag- 
gers and 
business-as-usual m um - 
blers 
in 
the 
A dm inistration, 
be­ 
cause they consider th a t rapidly im ­ 
posed controls are vitally needed to 
speed and facilitate the expansion 
of American production. But they 
frankly intend to jettison the con­ 
trols—always assuming there is no 
war—when the output of American 
farm s and factories has been ade­ 
quately increased. 


Steel An Illustration 


W hat is more, the year 1953 Is 
nam ed 
as 
the 
time 
when 
the 
national economy ought to begin to 
operate smoothly at the new level, 
with 
enough production 
to meet 
both civilian and defense require­ 
ments. And thus if Wilson, Clay and 


W einberg have calculated correctly, 
the new controls can safely begin 
to be removed in hardly more than 
a year and a half. 
The best illustration of how this 
will work is the case of steel. W ith 
steel capacity 
considerably 
above 
100.000.000 tons annually, the United 
S tates still does not have enough 
steel plants to 
satisfy 
both 
the 
heavy defense dem and and the im ­ 
m ensely high current level or nor­ 
mal steel consum ption. An increase 
of steel output of 15,000,000 tons 
annually 
i. 
needed 
to 
provide 
enough for all. 
If Wilson, Clay and Weinberg had 
adopted the more norm al approach 
to controls, they would have plum p­ 
ed for a perm anent but not very 
painful cutback in civilian steel con­ 
sum ption to m ake room for defense 
requirem ents. But this would have 
necessitated 
perm anent, 
t h o u g h 
light controls. Instead, besides set­ 
ting aside am ple steel to meet cur­ 
ren t 
defense 
requirem ents, 
they 
propose over the ney* year and a 
half to invest an additional 
15,- 
000,000 tons of steel in new plants. 
This will dem and, for the time be­ 
ing, a double cut in civilian con­ 
sum ption. But at the end of the year 
and a half, when the new plant 
comes 
into production 
and 
adds 
15.000.000 
tons 
annually 
to 
our 
national steel capacity, there will 
be enough steel for all needs now 
foreseen. Steel controls can then be 
abandoned. 
T here are. of course, innum erable 
difficulties in the way before even 
this single, seemingly simple oper­ 
ation can be accomplished success­ 
fully. Only a p art of the steel in­ 
vestm ent will go into blast furnaces 
and rolling mills. 


Must Expand Operations 


The whole national apparatus for 
getting iron ore out of the ground,

which I hold. W hat is the reason?” 
The tru th is just the reverse of this. 
Only a very few stocks are selling 
at their “20-year highs.” 
All the above causes the wisest 
investors 
to 
be 
neither 
bullish 
nor bearish ju st now. They believe 
stocks are good for income, but 
not 
for 
speculation. 
The 
stock 
m arket is very selective and the 
war outlook 
is very 
uncertain— 
either way. We are now doing right 
to prepare actively for World W ar 
III; but it may not come for years. 
Our hurried preparations may be 
useless. 


What Mr. Hoover Believes 


Mr. Hoover apparently belieies 
th at, unless there is a revolution 
in Russia, all of Europe—war or 
no w ar—may, for a period of years, 
try communism and th a t no W ar 
III can prevent It. He also thinks 
th a t the Russians now have no in ­ 
tention of striking N orth or South 
America unless we attack Russia. 


He believes we should now ave.d 
war and concentrate on strengthen­ 
ing the United States m ilitarilv, 
economically and spiritually ur.‘.i 
the Europeans unite and show an 
enthusiasm 
to 
fight 
communism. 
Under this Hoover policy our m ar­ 
kets should hold up. 
If we should get into war w ith 
Russia and one or more of 
cities are bombed, the Stock Ex­ 
changes would be closed to prevent 
financial panic. Everything—secur­ 
ities. commodities, rents, banks ar.d 
wages—would be frozen. We would 
be ruled by a dictator and stock3 
wouid go down. Those who expect 
war should not buy stocks—certain ­ 
ly not unless they are very careful.? 
selected by experts. Inflation, how - 
ever, should help a few stocks. 


Stocks vs. Homes

Next, keep healthy, have a go^d 
bank account and a job which will 
give you a living. If you are d e­ 
pendent partly on investm ent in­ 
come. then buy a very broad list 
of 30 stocks which have paid divi­ 
dends for m any years and which 
should give you about 5 per cent. 
If your local bank Is unable to 
supply you with such a list, th e 
bank can send to me at 270 W ash­ 
ington Street, Wellesley Hills, M as­ 
sachusetts, and I will freely send 
such a list to the bank for you. 


Troublesome Pictures 
I 


T IS NOT OFTEN th a t I go to 
movies, but recently I w’ent to 
see a picture, “The Steel Hel­ 
met,” under troublesome cir­ 
cum stances. 
My friend and col­ 
league, 
Victor 
RieSel, 
first 
de­ 
nounced this picture as containing 
distortions and evasions which he 
suspected of being aimed a t pre­ 
senting the United States and our 
forces in Korea unfavorably. Many 
have picked up th a t line w ithout 
seeing the picture, which I am sure 
is an unfair way of doing things. 
Reading the script and not seeing 
the picture is not businesslike. 


I saw the picture and it is a 
good presentation of the Ameri­ 
can character in its numerous 
complexities. I found the ser­ 
geant, a normal, tough, hard­ 
bitten Yank, precisely the kind 
of stuff that has won our wars. 
The fact that a Negro and a 
Nisei are also 
heroes in 
no 
manner upsets me. There are 
nearly 13,000,000 Negroes in this 
country and they play an im­ 
portant role in our affairs, and 
the Negro troops in Korea have 
done remarkably well. 


The Nisei are Americans born of 
Japanese parents, and a more de­ 
voted group of citizens is hard to 
find. 
They fought 
in 
Italy 
in 
World W ar II; they are now fig h t­ 
ing in Korea. A NT*si hero can be 
substantiated in World W ar II and 
in the K orean W ar. 
I w’rite this not to boost a picture, 
but rath er to express myself against 
l a b e l i n g everything Communist, 
which a person does not like. As 
m uch as I dislike M arxism, there 
are objectionable things which a i p 
not M arxist. A m otion picture may 
be stupid w ithout being M arxist. 
To find a Com m unist im plication 
In “The Steel H elm et” s straining 
at a gnat. And it serves no purpose. 
I know of no speech th a t more fully 
and decently expresses the Am eri­ 
can 
view 
of 
the 
sanctity 
of 
a 
prisoner of war than th a t delivered 
by the lieutenant in th e Buddhist 
tem ple when the sergeant last his 


refining It, making steel of it. and 
moving it about in all its transfor­ 
m ations from the mine to the ulti­ 
m ate steel consum er must be con­ 
currently expanded.

crease In steel capacity will carry 
with it a com parable increase in the 
national income, if the additional 
Income is let. 
loose 
as 
spending 
money, civilian and Industrial con­ 
sum ption of all sorts of goods will 
rise wildly. All present figures for 
norm al 
civilian 
requirem ents will 
go haywire. And once again, the 
new economic controls will have to 
be continued, in order to keep some 
sort of check on inflation. 
In order to avoid this danger, the 
country 
m ust 
not 
only 
subm it 
peaceably to the new controls during 
the 
emergency 
period; 
stringent 
credit restrictions and severe tax 
increases will also be needed 
to 
prevent the economy from choking 
on its own new? spending money 
In 
short, the whole business is a sort 
of test of American political m a­ 
turity on an immense scale. 
"Do 
w hat is disagreeable now, and get 
the worst over with,” is the advice 
of doctors Wilson, Weinberg and 
Clay, It will be childish not to take 
such advice. 
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tem per

G O P Getting Ready For 


The 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
W ashington Friday its first full m eeting sinc^ the 
elections of last November. Aside from nam ing a 
com m ittee to choose a convention site, the GOP laid 
a few p lars for the Congressional elections of 1952 
as well as for the presidential cam paign in th a t year. 
Chairm an Gabrielson says%the GOP will capture 
“as m any as possible” of the 12 Democratic seats In 
the Senate to ne contested in 1952, as well as retain 
all of the 20 Republican seats at stake. A n et gain 
of two seats is all in a t is needed to give control of 
the Senate to the Republican P arty two years from 
now. 
One advantage Is. from th e Republican point of 
view, th a t six of the 12 Democratic seats at stake in 
1952 are in states where the GOP can win—M aryland, 
Rhode Island, West Virginia New Mexico, Arizona and 
Wyoming. The rem aining six are Connecticut, Florida, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 
All the Republican senators w ith seats, a t stake 
in 1952 were elected in 1946, the only one of the past 
IO election years in which the GOP won control of 
both branches of Congress. One point of GOP con­ 
cern is th a t seven of the 20 states sending a Repub­ 
lican to the Senate in 1946 later elected a Democrat 
as nis colleague — Delaware, M innesota, Missouri, 
M ontana, Nevada, New York and W ashington. M ary­ 
land, however, turned the tables in 1950 and sent 
Republican John M arshall Butler to the Senate in 
place of Democrat Millard E. Tydings. 
In 1946, Senator, then Governor, H erbert R. 
O’Conor, who will be up for re-election in 1952, barely 
defeated Republican D. John Markey. So it would 
seem that Republican senatorial chances in M aryland 
are som ewhat better th an even. 
Elsewhere, w hat thus seems like a passible uphill 
battle for the Republican Party would become less so 
if additional Democratic seats in doubtful states had 
to be contested in 1952. And a Republican tide like 
that of 1946 and its smaller counterpart in 1950 would 
make GOP control of the 1953 Senate an easy task.

Influenza 
Reports of influenza deaths in Europe cause rising 
concern about a serious epidemic in the United States. 
All the health cervices of the country join in saying 
there Is no indication of it. 
The World Health Organization has made a study 
of influenza and advises th a t the epidemic centering 
in England is com paratively mild, having no charac­ 
teristics of the 1918 plague. So severe was th a t epi­ 
demic th a t in New York street cleaners were assigned 
as gravediggers and in mast of the big cities men and 
women died unattended. That epidemic swept over 
the world. 
H ealth experts say the question of im m unization 
•gainst influenza is not settled. There is no vaccine 
th a t will protect w ith certainty. However, the situ­ 
ation indicates the need for continued controlled 
study of the effect .of influenza vaccines in man. It 
is expected that some influenza will appear in the 
United S tates, but th a t the disease will be like recent 
experiences. Since the greatest p art of m ortality re ­ 
sults from bacterial complications in the respiratory 
tract, it is recommended that for patients who have 
a severe influenza-like illness, appropriate antibiotics 
be used. 
Since 1918 *uch anti-biotlcs as penicillin, strepto­ 
mycin. sulfa drugs and others have been discovered. 
They will reduce to a minimum any influenza wave. 
Sweeping epidemics such as the world has known may 
com? again. But th a t win be when civilization itself 
crumbles and the highly efficient health organizations 
of today are no more.

Intestinal Obstruction 


Henry Wallace, who h asn ’t been heard from for 
some time, has cone forward with hts own scheme 
for world peace. The idea isn’t new by any means, 
but just a holdover from the original new deal, in 
which Mr. Wallace played an im portant part. He 
would have the United Nations establish and finance 
an international public works administration, to build 
dams, bridges, irrigation projects in the various n a ­ 
tions of the world in lieu of m ilitary preparedness 
which would lead only to war. 
All nations to benefit under the plan would have 
to discontinue fifth-colum n activities, and join in 
building a police force sufficiently strong to keep down 
war. He holds that the benefits of this great PWA 
would out weigh any gains to be made through conflict, 
and would bring peace for th at reason. The Russians 
arc m aterialists, he insists, and would readily join 
the plan. 
Boiled down the Wallace plan would offer Russia 
needed construction and other economic advantages 
if the Stalin crowd will forget war and further aggres­ 
sion. But Mascow is thinking along a different line. 
It would conquer the world through sheer m ilitary 
strength, and then have enslaved peoples build the 
things Mr Wallace is promising. Come again. Henry. 


Lower Octane Gasoline 


The octane rating of gasoline for passenger cars 
will be lowered by G overnm ent order to the oil com­ 
panies any day now. The Petroleum A dm inistration 
for Defense announced on January 12 th a t it would 
take this step “soon.” 
Well, the PAD says th a t in m ast inland areas the 
rating of the “gas” now being sold has already been 
lowered to points th a t will be unaffected by the new 
order 
It is chiefly along the Atlantic seaboard and 
on the Pacific Coast th a t any change will be necessary. 
And even there the driver who uses regular “gas” 
should notice little difference in performance. The 
driver who uses premium “gas” may get a little more 
“ping” in the engine, especially in climbing hiils, but 
should suffer little or no lass in mileage per gallon. 
However, motors adjusted at the factory to operate 
only on premium fuel may have to have their sparks 
retarded 
Until recently oetroleiun refiners’ had been usipg 
alkylates to boost the octane rating of “high-test” 
gasoline. Now the alkylates are to be reserved for 
military aviation fuel and commercial aviation gas­ 
oline is expected to make greater use of tetra-ethyl 
lead.

NTESTINAL obstruction is se­ 
rious. Surgery usually is re­ 
quired and in spite of the best 
medical care the mortality rate 
is between 15 and 20 per cent. But 
this is a great improvement over 
the days when I was an intern. 
There were no wonder drugs and 
blood transfusions rarely were em­ 
ployed. Furthermore, no attempt 
was made to overcome the water 
and mineral loss that follows the 
vomiting associated with a bowel 
that is pinched or kinked. 
There are many causes of intes­ 
tinal obstruction. Occasionally food 
or 
toys 
are 
responsible. 
There 
are two cases on record in which 
a man ate so many grasshoppers 
that his colon became obstructed. 
Another was “riding 
the 
rails” 
when he became so hungry he 
jumped off into an orange grove 
and gulped 15 to 20 oranges, in­ 
cluding the pulp. Impactions are 
common in certain parts of Eu­ 
rope 
where 
large 
quantities 
of 
cherries with the pits are con­ 
sumed. Other items that have pro­ 
duced blockage are nuts, peaches, 
mushrooms, bran, apple cores, figs, 
grapes, 
beans, 
and 
watermelons. 
Persimmon pulp probably is one 
of the worst food offenders. 


On the other hand, food Is one 
of the rarest causes of intestinal 
obstruction even tho many indi­ 
viduals swallow huge chunks with­ 
out proper chewing. Tumors of the 
wall of the intestine are to blame 
in more thap half the cases. The 
majority of these lesions are can­ 
cerous, which only adds to the se­ 
verity of the condition. Adhesions 
from previous infections or opera­ 
tions also are high on the list. 
These bands of scar tissue usually 
kink the bowel by pulling in much 
the same manner as if we tied a 
rope around an inner tube and 
tugged with all our might. Adhe­ 
sions also are capable of pinching 
off the intestinal passageway slow­ 
ly, particularly when they encircle 
the structure. Other origins in­ 
clude infections, strangulated her­ 
nias, and intussusception, a dis­ 
turbance in which the upper part 
of the bowel telescopes into the 
lower part. It is most frequent in 
children and we have never known 
why it occurs. 


Victims 
of 
obstruction 
vsuffer 
from bouts of abdominal cramps. 
As blockage becomes more com­ 
plete, cramping grows more pain­ 
ful. Distress may be paroxysmal 
or continuous, depending upon the 
location of the lesion and the cause 
of the obstruction. Vomiting co­ 
exists, at first reflex in nature. 
Later it is caused by the fact that 
the bowel closed and nature has 
flipped 
the switch 
and 
thrown 
everything into reverse. Further­ 
more, the closer the lesion to the 
stomach, the sooner closure occurs. 
Constipation also is bound to en­ 
sue because material from above 
has been shut off. As the obstruc­ 
tion continues the abdomen be­ 
comes more and more distended 
and the gurgling and churning may 
be heard from a distance as the 
intestine tries its best to overcome 
the obstruction. Sooner or later 
the toxic effect is manifested. The 
face appears anxious, pinched, and 
somewhat blue; the body is dehy­ 
drated; and the skin cold and dry. 
The more promptly relief is ob­ 
tained, the better the outcome* 
Operation is necessary unless the 
obstruction is close enough to the 
rectum to be accessible to the sur­ 
geon. Meanwhile all the tricks of 
the trade are used to overcome 
the general effects of the toxic and 
dehydrated condition.

to 194 in 1937; fell again to 93 in 
1942; rose again to 212 in 1946, 
from which they declined until a 
few months ago. They are now 
around 245, the high for 20 years; 
but this statement applies to only 
30 stocks out of over 1,000 stocks. 
Many good stocks are now selling 
for less than they did in 1946. or 
earlier. 
Many people say; 
“All 
stocks have gone up except tho>e 
which I hold. What is the reason?” 
The truth is just the reverse of this. 
Only a very few stocks are selling 
at their “20-year highs.” 
All the above causes the wisest 
investors 
to be 
neither 
bullish 
nor bearish just now. They believe 
stocks are good for income, but

market is very selective and the 
war outlook is very uncertain— 
either way.

WASHINGTON — When General 
Eisenhower went off to Europe, a 
lot of people got the impression that 
he was rather glad to leave Colum­ 
bia, get into uniform again and 
return to his old haunts abroad.

To a few close friends just before 
he left, Ike 
confessed that he 
dreaded going overseas again, knew 
that he would face hostile crowds, 
realized how tough it would be to 
organize rearmament in war-weary 
Europe. 
Ike also knew, though he didn’t 
say so, that getting back into uni­ 
form might blast any presidential 
ambitions he had. 
There was nothing phony or 
theatrical, therefore, about Ike’s 
answer when President Truman 
called him in Chicago last Decem­ 
ber and asked him to become chief 
commander under the North At­ 
lantic Pact. 
Ike replied that a 
soldier has to go where he Is called, 
and he meant it.

This may have slowed 
military movements at times but 
it built Allied harmony—which was 
all-important.

Ike H ates W ar 


R eport To C ongress 


Behind Eisenhower's report to 
Congress this week will be two 
significant facts which the general 
public may not at first appreciate. 
No. I is that the President has 
partially abdicated to Eisenhower 
the national leadership in regard 
to European policy. It will be up 
to Ike to sell Congress and the 
nation on sending U. S. troops to 
Europe at a time when isolationism 
is growing and when thousands of 
mothers do not at all relish seeing 
their sons leave home. 
No. 2 is the fact that Eisenhower, 
though trained as a military man, 
has now become a political figure. 
Furthermore, Eisenhower’s politi­ 
cal development is bound to ac­ 
celerate; for his job of welding 
different n a t i o n a l i t i e s into a 
smooth-working military machine is 
much more political than military. 
For some time, Ike’s critics—and 
he has some—have harped on his 
political proclivities. Long ago, they 
claim, Ike learned that the pen is 
mightier than the word. And it was 
Major Eisenhower, they recall, who 
wrote General MacArthur^ farewell 
message to the Army when Mac 
retired as Chief of Staff—one of the 
most appealing documents ever is­ 
sued by a chief of staff. 


Another quality that will help the 
North Atlantic Pact commander is 
the fact that his hatred of war is 
just as genuine as that of the 
war-weary 
Europeans 
who 
now 
dread preparing for another show­ 
down. Probably Ike gets this from 
his mother, a descendant of a 
Swiss-German family which fled 
Europe to escape its wars. 
Mrs. 
Eisenhower never relished the fact 
that her son became a soldier and 
once, when Sam Goldwyn congratu­ 
lated her on her son, she promptly 
replied: 
“Which one?” 
For Mrs. Eisenhower was just as 
proud of her other six sons as of 
the one whose name is a byword 
around the world. 
“War is mankind's mast tragic 
and stupid folly,” Eisenhower once 
told a West Point graduating class. 
“To seek or advise its deliberate 
provocation is a black crime against 
all men. Though you follow the 
trade of warrior you do so in the 
spirit 
of 
Washington — not 
of 
Genghis Khan. 
“A a professional soldier you do 
not inherit a greater share than 
your citizen brothers of courage, 


endurance, and fortitude. Neither 
does your commission confer upon 
you distinctive right or privilege . . . 
The arts and sciences, as weU as 
the profession of arms, are bulwarks 
of society. And the greatest of all 
is the spirit—the will—for freedom 
and justice.” 
These remarks, coming from the 
man against whom the Communists 
have been demonstrating in the 
streets of Rome and Paris, probably 
would astonish the average Euro­ 
pean. However, they represent the 
creed of the man who now faces the 
difficult task of mobilizing the 
North Atlantic Pact countries for 
democracy. 


Eisenhower-G o-Round 


As a school boy in Abilene, Kans., 
Eisenhower was called “Ugly Ike.” 
. . . His father was a Democrat, 
and Ike's first speech was at a 
Jackson Day dinner. Because he 
was a Democrat, Ike had a little 
difficulty getting an appointment 
to West Point, but finally obtained 
the endorsement of the leaders of 
both wings of the Republican Party 
in Abilene . . . The Eisenhower

Somehow this moral—perhaps im­ 
moral would be the word—got lost 
in translation to television. 
The 
tone of Mr. Collier’s writing, his 
distinctive gift for wringing humor 
out of an essentially tragic situa­ 
tion. wag altogether buried under 
accessively literal acting and direc­ 
tion. 
I don’t know that this was 
ary one’s fault. 
Real live human 
actors are just a little too real, too 
live and too human for Mr. Collier’s 
macabre wit. Perhaps an animated 
cartoon would be the answer to 
dramatizing Collier if Collier has to 
be dramatized. 
As it . was, ‘‘The 
Chasers" became just another story 
with a twist which telegraphed it­ 
self a mile ahead, the sort of thing 
that is a dime a dozen on radio. 
I bring this up because there is a 
good des! of this on television these 
days. An excellent short story on 
paper does not necessarily make ani 
excellent short story on television.!

Show Record Year 
In Relief Work

The Salvation Army, operating 
from the Citadel on N orth M echanic 
Street, and the Outpost on Virginia 
Avenue, provided emergency relief 
and other assistance to 716 area, 
families in 1950, according to the 
annual report just completed by 
M ajor Elm er W all. 
Of the total families aided, there 
were 3.156 persons assisted, includ­ 
ing 1.762 children and 1,394 adults, 
the report shows. 
The breakdown on types of as­ 
sistance 
follows:

Tile Army also certified several 
hundred needy families for surplus 
food commodity distribution. 
Transients Are Aided 
A total of 1,243 transient cases 
were provided w ith meals and 817 
with lodging during the year. 
The total am ount of cash spent 
for relief for family and transient 
cases was $10,361.16 and the value 
cf clothing, other food, shoes, and 
furniture distributed is conserva­ 
tively calculated at $10,000. 
At Christmas, the Army spent over 
$3,000 for Christm as baskets and 
Christm as relief.

All the Republican senators with seats a t stake 
in 1952 were elected in 194d. the only (me of the past 
IO election years in which the GOP won control of 
both branches of Congress 
One point of GOP con­ 
cern Is th a t seven of the 20 states sending a Repub­ 
lican to the Senate in 1946 later elected a Democrat 
a.^ nis colleague — Delaware. M innesota. Missouri, 
M ontana, Nevada, New York and W ashington. M ary­ 
land. however, turned the tables in 1950 and sent 
Republican John M arshall Butler to the Senate in 
place of Democrat Millard E Tydings.

However, the situ­ 
ation indicates the need for continued controlled 
study of the effect of influenza vaccines in m an

Since the greatest part of m ortality re­ 
sults from bacterial com nutations in the respiratory 
tract, it is recommended th at for patients who have

Since 1918 *uch ant4-biotics as penicillin, strepto­ 
mycin, sulfa drugs and ochers have been discovered. 
They will reduce to a minimum any influenza wave. 
Sweeping epidemics such as the world has known may 
come again

crumbles and the highly efficient health organizations 
of today are no more.
